Abftraé&t of the London Werxiy 
Bixu, from O&. 25. to Nov. 2% 
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ON Pbilip with the Spanifh and French 
Army under his Command, having to- 
wards the End of September made a general 
Attack upon the Pailes into Piedovat, near 
Chateau Dauphin, which were defended by 
the Piedmonteze Army, commanded by their 
King in Perfon, and both the Spamards and 
French being in every Place repulfed with 
great Lofs, they were at laft obliged to give 
over their Defign for this Seafon, and retire 
to their Winter Quarters, the former in Sa- 
vy, and the latter in Provence, This Difap- 
porotment left the Aufirran Army under 
Prince Lobtowitz, then in che Bolagueme, at 
full Liberty to purfue their Defigos againtt 
the Spari/h Army commanded by the Duke 
of Medena and Count Gages, them incamped 
at Rimint. « Accordingly, Prince Lodkcwitz, 
as foon as he heard of Don Pbiltp’s Repulfe, 
began to make Preparations for marching to 
attack the Spaniards in their Camp at Rimini, 
and om the 13th of laft Month advented as 
far as Forli, and fome of his Huffars: puthed 
on as far as Savrgnane, and attacked fome 
Spanfb Troops ib their Retreat.ftom the 
Bridge they had upon the Reneo, whieh they 
abandoned upon the Approach of! the 4p/r:- 
ens. In_ this Rencounter*the Spamards lot 
7 or 800 Men, and Count Gages began to 
fortify his Camp at Rrmwni, as if hé intended 
to wait there for the Enemy. Bat finding 
they were refolved to attack him, and were 
marching for that Purpofe, he retreated to 
Pefaro and Fano, where the Ground is: more 
convenient’ for him, becaufe’ the Aaffrians 
cannot there make any Ufe of their Hort, 
in which they greatly exceed the Spaniards. 
On the sth the Aufrians took Pofleflion of 
the Spanifo Camp et Rimini, where they 
were to wait for a Reinforcement of feveral 
Regiments of Foot then upon their Mareh to 
join'them 5 fo that we may foon expect to 
hear of a Battle in that Part of the World, 
or of the Spaniards having’ retired into the 
Kingdom of Naples; which, if that King 
permits, may expofe him to fatal Conéequen- 
ces, becaufe it will be a Breach of the Neu- 
trality he has promifed. 

In our lat we Rave an Acccunt of the Ar- 
mies upon the Ré:ne having a!l retired to their 
Winter Quarters; but the French feem fince 
to have formed fome grand Defigh ; for hav- 
ing laid a Bridge over the Robie near Hunnin- 
guen, in the Night between the 4th aod sth 
Inftant, $000 of their Troops marched over, 
and began to throw up feverah Redoubts for 
defending the Head of their Bridge. ‘Thefe 
Troops were next Day followed by a Body of 
21,0Co Men undér the Command of Licute- 
nant General Count de Balinemré} with a 
Train of Artillery, and wogreat Quantity of 
Ammunition. What their Defign is cannot 


as-yet be gueiled at ; but as the Emperor and 


his Court at #raat/jrt appear very gay upon 
5 ' 
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this Occafion, it is to be fulpeéted, that fome 
of the German Princes are engaged in the De- 
fign ; and if fo, we may perhays, before next 
Spring, fee a new War kindled up in Germa~ 
ny, or the Queen of Hurgary obliged to fabs 
mit to the Terms prefcribed by her Enemies- 
What may greatly contribute to this laf 
fatal Confequence, is the preient Difpofition 
of the Court of Rufia, which feems no Way 
favourable for her Hurgarian Majefty. As 
an Excufe for this, the tormer’pretends, that 
the Marquis.de Bartz, late Minitter at the 
Rujian Court trom?’ her Hungarian Majetty, 
was deeply concerned in the Confpiracy lately 
difcovered there for dethroning the preieat 
Czarina, and reftoring the young Prince Iwan, 
of which an Accounewas publithed fome Time 
fince by Authority at Peter/burgh, Upon this 
Account the Marquis. was recalled from :his 
Embafly at Berliz, in order to jutify himfelf 
againft this Accufation ; and after a .moft 
ftrit Examination he has beea acquitted of 
having had the jeaft Hand in that Confpiracy ; 
fo that the Queen of Hungary, inftead of pu- 
nithing him, as was demanded by the Court 


of Rufia, has byher Seceetary, Mr. Hoben- 


boltz, prefented. a Memorial to the Ru/fian 
Court; complaining of their having brought a 
Charge againit ther Minifte: the Marquis de 
Botta, without any Kind of Proof; and has 
likewife feat a Refeript to all her Minifters 
at foreign Courts, joftifying the Condué& of 
her Minifter, and endeavouring to demonftrate 
the Precipitancy of the Condu& of the Ruffian 
Court in this whole Affzir. This Ditpute 
gives the Fretch an Occafion to pretend, and 
there feems to be too much Ground for it, 
that the Court of Ru/fa is coms over intirely 
to their Intereft, and that ah offenfive and 
defenfive Alliance will be concluded between 
France, Spain, Ruffia, Sweden,\ and the Em- 


peror, as foon as theic Ambaflador the Mar- 


quie de la Chetardie, artives at Peterfourgb, 
who is now at Stockholm in his Way thither, 
and Orders are given by the Czarima to re- 
ceive him at al) Placesin her Territories with 
the greateft Honours and Marks. of Re 
fpe&t. 

On the 29th of laft Month, the Princess 
Louifa arrived at Hamover from London, and 
next Day being his Majefty’s Birth-Day, ia 
the Evening, the Marriage of her Royal 
Highne/s with the Prince Royal of Denmark, 
was folempized in his Majefty’s Chapel there ;
